Mr. Perfecto Esquibel, nominated Mr. Amado Chaves of 
Valencia, as Chief Clerk. 

The nomination being seconded, and the question put Mr. 
Chaves was elected Chief Clerk. 

Mr. Perfecto Esquibel, then nominated Mr. Nicanor Vigil 
of Taos as assistant clerk, and the nomination being seconded 
and ithe question put, Mr. Vigil was duly elected assistant 
clerk, 

The same gentleman, Mr. Esquibel, nominated Mr. Melquia- 
des Otero of Valencia as engrossing clerk. 
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The nomination being seconded and the same put to the 
House, Mr. Otero was duly elected engrossing clerk. 

Mr. Esquibel nominated Mr. Eugenio Griego of Santa Fe, 
as enrolling clerkand the nomination being seeonded, and 
put to the House, he was elected as enrolling clerk. 

The same gentleman, Mr. Perfecto Esquibel, nominated 
Jose Chaves of Socorro, door-keeper, and the nomination be- 
ing seconded, and put to the House he was declared elected 
to said office. 


The same gentleman, Mr. Prefecto Esquibel then nemina- 
ted Mr. Jesus Maria Montoya‘ of Santa Fe for the office of 
guard and the nomination being seconded and placed before 
the House, Mr. Montoya was declared duly elected guard. 

The same gentleman, Mr. Esquibel, nominated Mr. Miguel 
Archuleta of Rio Arriba as messenger, for the House, and 
the nomination being seconded and placed before the House 
he was declared duly elected messenger. 

The same gentleman, Mr. Esquibel, nominated Mr. Julian 
Baca of Socorro. for the office of Ser geant-at-arms, and the 
nomination being seconded and placed before the House he 
was declared duly elected Sergeant-at-arms. 

The same gentleman, Mr. Esquibel, then proposed Mr. Juan 
Duran of Taos, for the office of interpreter, and the nomina- 
tion being seconded he was declared as duly elected Inter- 
preter. 

On motion of Mr. Esquibel, Messrs. Esquibel, Baca, and 
Houston, were appointed as a committee to wait upon the 
the Hon. W. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Territory, and re- 
quest him to be pleased to visit the House and administer the 
oath of office to the members of the House.

The message from his excellency the Governor setting 
forth hisjreasons for not approving the said bill was read and 
is as follows: 


“I 
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To the Honorable Legislative Council of the Territory of New 

Mexico. 

Gentlemen:—lI return to you with my objections an “Act 
to incorporate the Jesuit Fathers in New Mexico.” 

For the purpose of obtaining for your information the best 
legal advice within my reach, T requested the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the Territory, Hon. Wm. Breeden, to prepare a care- 
ful opinion upon the law ofthe case. This opinion I make 
part of my message and lay it in full before you. Attorney 
General Breeden says: 

“The billinmy opinion is clearly in violation of the said law 
of the United States.” 


This opinion I fully endorse, and if you pass this bill over 
General Breeden’s opinion and my veto you will do so with 
your eyes open, in violation of your oaths of office and the 
Jaws of the United States. There are many other_objections 
to the Bill, a few only of which I will briefly notice. 

Itis diffienlt ta decide whether the man who seeks to es- 
tablish the Society or the Society which he seeks to establish‘ 
is the worse. Both areso bad you cannot decide between 
them. This Neopolitan adventurer, Gasparri, teaches publicly 
that his dogmas and assertions are superior to the Statutes of 
the United States and thelaws ofthe Territory. No doctrine 
or teaching can be more dangerous to good Government than 
this, especially in Mexico, where the mass of the people are 
ignorant. He also, by his writings and harrangues endeavors 
to excite animosities and to stimulate the people towards 
those lawfully exercising civil authority over them to acts of 
violence. He comes here while the Legislative Assembly is 
in session and, lobbies in the most brazen and shameless man- 
ner to defeat needed and wholesome laws, and to force through 
bills antagonistic to the laws of the United States. 

Two years ago heintruded himselfinto the Lower House 
and remained within the bar and by the speaker’s side till he 
forced the passage of this bill, but at that session it was de- 
feated by an honest Legislative Council. Ue now presents 
himself again, and being fully informed that what he asks is 
contrary to the laws of the United States, urges you to violate 
your oaths and pass the bill. 

Tie-Ssciety which he seeks to establish in New Mexico is 
worthy of just such a leader. Ithas been denounce. time 
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and again by the head of the Catholic Church and justly ex- 
pelled from the most enlightened countries of Europe. 

But apart from the bad character of the Society and the 
dangerous character of its chief, the bill is especially objec- 
tionable because it does not require that the incorporators 
shall be citizens of the United States nor residents of New 
Mexico. The number who may hereafter associate with them 
is unlimited, and they might all be aliens and reside abroad. 
Again the bill permits these people to own, free of taxation, 
an unlimited amount of property. They are permitted to own 
all kinds of real and personal estate, in all parts of the Terri- 
tory, and are not subject to any supervision by the Legisla- 
ture nor required to pay anything towards the support of the 
Government. ‘The provisions of the billare contrary to pu- 
blic policy and in direct violation of the laws of the United 
States, and cannet receive my approval.

Governor.—I return herewith a bill entitled “an act to in- 
corporate the Society of the Jestit Fathers in New Mexico,” 
passed by the Council and House of Representatives of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory, and submitted to me 
by you for official opinion as to its validity. The bill attempts 
to incorporate or in its own lauguage, creates certain per- 
sons therein named, with their associates or those who may 
hereafter become associated with them, a body politic and 
corperate, for purposes and with powers specified in the bill, 
and also attempts to exempt from taxation all effects and 
property of the proposed corporation, used to carry out its 
purposes. 

Section 1889 of the E Statutes of the United States i is 
as follows. “The Legislative Assemblies of the several ter- 
ritories' shall not grant private charters or especified privile- 
ges, but they may by general incorporation acts, permit pers 
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sons to associate themselves together as bodies corporate for 
mining, manufacturing and other industrial pursuits, or the 
construction or operation of railroads, wagon roads, irriga- 
ting ditches, and the colonization and improvement of lands 
in connection therewith, or for colleges, seminaries, churches, 
libraries or any benevolent, charitable or scientific associa- 
tion. 

By this section the Legislative Assembly of the territory is 
clearly prohibited from granting any private charter, or in 
other words from creating any private corporation, and also 
from granting any special privileges. Of course, the Legis- ` 
lative Assembly, is bound by all laws of the United States, 
and cannot pass any act in violation thereof or contrary 
thereto. 

Any legislation attempted by our Legislative Assembly, 
prohibited by or in violation of any law of the States, would 
be invalid and of no effect. 


The bill under consideration attempts to grant a private 
charter; the bill ls plainly and simply a private charter of in- 
corporation and is therefore clearly in violation of and pro- 
hibited by the law ofthe United States above referred to. 
The bill also attempts to conter special powers and to exempt 
trom taxation, in this respect also the bill is in violation of 
and prohibited by the law above quoted. 

The bill in my opinion is clearly in violation of the said 
law of the United States, being within and obnoxious to, both 
the prohibitory clauses of the law. No matter how meritor- 
ious the purposes of the proposed corporation may be the Le- 
cisla,ive Assembly has no authority or power to create the 
corporation or to grant it any speciai powers or privileges. 

There seems to be no reason why the persons named in the 
bill should not incorporate for the purposes mentioned in 
this bill under the general incorporation act of the Territory, 
put they can be lawfully incorporated in no other way.

APPENDIX. 

To the honorable the members of the House of the EA 
tive assembly: : 
Gentlemeu—I return to you without my approval “An act 

entitled an act amending the laws regulating marriages and 

repealing the act of January 7th, 1876, prohibiting incestu- 

ous marriages.” a 
The act of 1876 reads as follows: “Sec. 1. That hereafter 

all marriages between parents and children, including 
grand parents and’ grandchildren of all degrees; between 
half brothers and ie also of full blood, beween uncles 
and nieces, aunts and nephews, and first cousins are hereby 
declared incestuous and absolutely void.’ 

The bill under consideration repeals a portion of this and 
provides as follows: “That all marriages between parents 
and children, that is between grand fathers and” grand 
children, and between brothers and sisters, whether of the 
full or half blood, legitimate or illegitimate, are prohibited.” 
That is a man may not marry his grand mother, nor his sister, 
but may marry his mother’s sister or his own sister’s daugh- 
ter and every other degree of relation. This is not only con- 
trary to the English common law, the law of every state in 
our Union and the laws of all civilized countries, but is di- 
rectly in violation of the laws of the Roman-Catholic and of 
all Protestant churches, in factit might not inaptly be styl- 
ed “A Jaw to eucourage and legalize incest.” To show the 
position of the Catholic’ Church upon this question, I 
will quote in full a letter recently received by me from Rev. J. 
A. Truchard, rector of the cathedralin Santa Fé, under date of - 


December 21st. The reverend gentieinan says. ‘In compli- 


ance with your request concerning marriage I have the hon-. 
or to inform you that the Catholic Church forbids and an- 
nuls: ist, All marriages of direct line, as between fathers 
and children, grand fathers and grand children. 2d, In col- 
lateral iine the Catholie Church goes farther in her prohibi- 
tions than the civil law in New Mexico, making null and vold 
all marriage contracted not only between uncles and nieces, 
not only between first cousins but even between second and 
third cousins, that is to say until the fourth degree of con- 
sanguinity inclusively. A degréeis counted for each gener- 
ation; brothers and sisters, first degree and so on, aud who- 
ever should attempt to contract marriage within these’ de- . 
grees the Catholic Church considers such marri ages invalid 
and considers them as true concubinages. But as s such regu- 
lations are mere ecclesiastical laws; ~ ‘the church as well as 
every lawful pastor has a perfect right tož dispense 


` 
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with laws of her own resort, and she dispenses frequently in 
behalf of third and second cousins, and sometimes too, tho’ 
reluctantly, between aneles aud nieces and first cousins, be 
cause there may be some cases which force her to do go, as 
tor instance to prevent or stay a public scandal, to favor mar- 
riages among families of the same condition. This case is 
perhaps of more frequent occurrence in New Mexieo than 
elsewhere, as the few rich families of this Territory natural- 
ly try to perpetuate marriage among themselves and almost 
all of thein are already bound by the tie of relationship.” 


I have quoted this canon of the Catholic Chureh for the 
purpose of showing that our law as it now stands upon our 
Statute Book is in strict accordance with the teaching of that 
Church. IHfit-is obnoxious to the Priests it is because they 
make gain by selling indulgences to break that law and desire 
to favor the rich who ean pay for dispeusations against the 
poor who are unable to do 80. 

The reason why marriages between near relatives have been 
prohibited in all civilized and Christian countries, is based 
upon the law of God as delivered to Moses, the practice of 
the Christian Church in all ages, as well as upon the laws of 
health. Iam confident you will not be deaf to the voice of 
all these teachers. It is not what I say which should influence 
your votes, but it is the teachings of the good and the wisein 
all ages. As vou record your vote here to be published to 
the whole world, I implore you, gentlemen, not to put vour- 
selves upon the record as favoring the marriage of aman 
with his mother’s sister, or with his own sister’s child. Incest 
is a loathesomme and horrible crime; do not I beg of vou—by 
_ repealing the law against it—seem to encourage it. You can- 
not say that the Pastors of the various churches will in a 
sound discretion regulate this, for the laws which vou enact 
are for all the people in the Territory—Protestants as well as 
Catholics. Over a very large number of people the Catholic 
Pastors have no control. It is a very grave mistake to call 
this a Catholic ceuntry. Itis the United States, and there is 
no established religion. We must legislate for all the people 
and the Courts and Judges not the Churches and their pastors 


must interpret and enforce the laws.

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To the honorable the members of the House of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly: 


Gentlemen—I return to you without my approval, House 
Bill No. 17, entitled an act forthe aid and support of the 
Hospital of St. Vincent, in the city of Santa Fé. 

Subsequent to the passage of this bill the Legislative As- 
sembly has passed House Bill No. 19, entitled an act to pro- 
vide for the distribution‘of assessed taxes, and for other pur- 
puses, which provides, that one half of the assessed taxes, shall 
be for the use of the county within which the same shall be 
assessed aud collected. : l 

The bill under consideration declares that this Hospital is 

for the use and benefit of the whole Territory, therefere it is 
a Territorial Institution, and not chargable to the county of 
Santa Ké. Again by this law you have granted to Santa Fé 
county a certain portion of the public taxes, to wit: “One 
half of all monies collected within her limits: this then you 
cannot take from her and appropriate to any purpose what- 
erer. . 
If you can take twelve hundred dollars per year from San- 
ta Fé, vou could take the eutire one-half which vou have 
given her. It is neither just nor wise legislation to treat 
any coutty,in this way. Itis not probable that this bill 
could be sustained in the courts. I will therefore respectful- 
ly suggest that you frame a new bill and make-its provisious 
general for.all the counties, that now have or may hereafter 
establish institutious for the care of the poor and the sick.— 
This would obviate all objection and render the law satisfac- 
tory to the tax payers of the whole Territory. As the bill 
now stands, independent of the injustice to Santa Fé county, 
it appears to me very clear that it conflicts with the Uni- 
ted States statutes of March 2d, 1867, which prohibited the 
granting of especial privileges. The bill as it now stands 
requires Santa Fe couuty to pay two-thirds of the whole ex- 
pense of thisinstitution.and gives her commissioners no con- 
trol whatever over the expenditure of the money, nor can they 
‘even say who shall be admitted. 

If you can require Santa Fe county to pay-thirds of the 
expenses of this institution, vou could with equal propriety 
require her to pay two-thirds of the expense of building a 
territorial prison. I am certain that this bill ought not to 


become a law.

Gentlemen: I return to you, without my approval, “An 

Act assigning the pay of Interpreters.” My reasons for doing 

so are as follows: 

First. The price paid is extravagant and unreasonable. 


~ 
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The members receive only six dollars and most of the off- 
cers only tive dollars per day. Interpreters in the Courts do 
not receive to exceed five, and in some Counties only two dol- 
Jars and fifty cents per day. The best interpreters in this 
city can be obtained for four dollars per day during the ses- 
sion. Inthe place of this vou propose to pay out of the Ter- 
ritorial Treasury eight doNars per day—amounting to the 
large sum of Six Hundred and Forty Dollars for the session. 

Second, This appropriation is contrary to and in direct 
violation of an Act of Congress approved Januery 25th, 1873, 
which reads as tollows: 

“That no law ofany Territorial Legislature shall be made 
or enforced by which any officer of a Territory herein pro- 
vided for, or the officers or members of any Territorial Le- 
gisiatire shall be paid any compensation other than that pro- 
vided by the laws ofthe United States.” 

This Legislative Assembly exists only by virtue of United 
States Law. It has neither authority or vitality outside of 
United States Statutes. It depends for the breath of its life 
upon Congress. Apart from its creator it would have no 
more validity or responsibility than atown meeting. You 
have no original jurisdiction. You can only do such things 
as you are permitted by Congress to do, and you cannot do 
anything which Congress has forbidden you to do. Congress 
does not permit you even to pay your own expenses nor to 
determine what officers you shall have, nor what their pay 
shall be. In See. 2nd of the Act from which [have just quot- 
ed Congress enumerates all the officers alowed to a Territorial 
Legislature and fixes their salaries, and then to remove all 
doubt and to make assuranre doubly sure in the 4th Section— 
from which Ihave just quoted—it provides that you shall 
have no other officers than those enumerated in Sec. 2d, and 
for the detinite purpose of saving the Territorial Treasury: 
from these jackalls who prowl suround Legislative Assem- 
biies, it provides that no one shall be allowed any compensa- 
tion other than that provided by the laws-ofthe United Sta- 
tes. _In the list of officers, writers, door-Keepers, watchmen, 
ete., enumerated in Sec. 2d, neither interpreters nor tran- 
slators are mentioned, undoubtedly for the reason that Con- 
gress did not intend that laws should be passed in any tongue 
except the English. The funds in the Territorial Treasury 
are not your property and you cannot draw a dollar from it 
for any unlawful purpose. You would not have the right to 
appoint a reporter nor a page and pay them out of the Ter- 
vitorial Treasury—no! not at fifty cents per day! Nor have 
vou any more right to appoint or pay interpreters, and if you 
attempt to do it, and to pay them out of the Territorial Tre- 
asury, you will violate your oaths of office, and trample un- 
der your feet the laws of the United States.
